but crimes against property have in­ 
creased sharply over the past IO years, 
the Ohio Farm Bureau F^eration said 
today. 


The farm bureau drew that con­ 
clusion 
from 
a 
nine-county 
study 
described today as “the first com­ 
prehensive rural crime study con­ 
ducted in the United States.’’ 


The report found crime in rural areas 
had climbed 300 per cent over a 10-year 
period ending in 1073, with vandalism 
and theft leading a list of mostly minor 
offenses. 


“Although rural crime rates are 
higher than expected,’’ the report said, 
“they tend to be minor crimes. Rural 
people generally feel safe and secure at 
home and in their community.’’ 


Farm 
bureau 
executive 
vice 
president C. William Swank said 60 per 
cent of the crimes were committed by 
people from urban areas of at least 
2,500 population. “It isn’t farm kids or 
farm workers that are doing this,’’ he 
contended.

Commission officials are scheduled 
to appear Tuesday night before the 
human resources subsection of the 
House Finance Committee. They will 
ask approval 
of 
a 
two-year 
ap­ 
propriation of $15.9 million, up from 
$8.1 million this biennium. 
Most of the 95 per cent increase is 
attributed to the commission’s heavily 
increased work load brought on by nu­ 
merous new requests for utility rate 
increases. 
A commission spokesman said the 
bigger appropriation would permit a 
bigger staff to cut the time needed to 
process major rate cases from 22 
months to 9 months.

The transportation unit 
would get 19 per cent more, while the 
legal department would get an increase 
of 13.8 per cent. 
Commission revenues are derived 
mostly from assessments of the public

and

campanies. However, the new budget 
calls for a $2.5 million appropriation 
from the state general revenue fund. —

“They all drove up in this big black 
van, and piled out of the car and staged 
an Easter egg hunt on the lawn,’’ he 
recalled. 
Two of the older children were seen 
attending church Sunday morning. 
Police said they received a phone call 
from a man about 9:30p.m., went to the 
home and found the family dead. The 
bodies were found in the living room 
and kitcheq. 
There was no sign of a struggle in the 
house 
except 
for 
an 
overturned 
wastepaper basket, officers said. 
Dr. Garrett Boone, the Butler County 
coroner, said it was possible that some 
of the victims had been shot once, then 
shot again to make sure they were 
dead. 
“Ifs unlikely that ll people would 
have been shot and killed unless they 
were held in some way or were in a 
position where none of them could es­ 
cape.’’

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford’s reluctant acceptance of a $24.8- 
billion antirecession tax-cut bill is 
expected to set the stage for a year-long 
battle with Congress over spending 
priorities. 
In addition, the next major dispute 
between Congress and the White House 
probably will be over solutions to the 
nation’s energy problems. 
Most congressmen who commented 
publicly on Ford’s decision to sign the 
bill agreed with him on the need to hold 
down spending so that recent gains 
against inflation will not be wiped out. 
But few congressmen seemed ready 
to accept Ford’s position that new 
social programs will have to wait until 
the 
economy 
improves. 
Some 
challenged the President’s hold-the- 
line posture on the ground that he is 
asking more for defense and foreign- 
aid spending. 
In signing the compromise tax-cut 
bill in a nationally broadcast speech 
Saturday 
night. 
Ford 
promise 
to 
“resist every attempt by the Congress 
to add another dollar to’’ the projected 
record $60-billion deficit in the fiscal 
year that begins July I. 
Ford said the only exceptions will be 
“where 
our 
long-range 
national- 
security interests are involveci as in the 
attainment of energy independence or 
for urgent humanitarian needs.’’ 
In a statement that summed up the 
reactions of several of his colleagues, 
Sen. Dick Clark, D-Iowa, said: “I agree 
that w'e’ve got to hold down federal 
spending as much as possible to keep 
the deficit down. But I don’t want to see 
this become an excuse for this adminis­ 
tration to dismantle badly needed 
domestic programs it doesn’t like.’’ 
Ford predicted that if all spending 
programs under serious consideration 
by congressional committees were 
enacted, the deficit would rise to $100 
billion. 
Such a level would be intolerable and 
dangerous, the President said. The 
government would drain all the len- 
dable funds from the money markets 
and citizens would be unable to borrow 
to buy new homes and cars, he added. 
Ford said a $60-billion deficit “is as 
far as we dare to go.’’ 
The upcoming energy debate grows 
out of Ford’s own program designed to 
reduce U.S. reliance on foreign oil. The 
President has proposed to reduce fuel 
consumption by raising the price of all 
fuels through special taxes and by 
removing federal controls from the 
price of oil and natural p s . 
Congress has shown little taste for 


this approach, although the House 
Ways and Means Committee is consid­ 
ering a proposal by its chairman. Rep. 
Al unman, D-Ore., that would levy 
additional gasoline taxes. 
The final $24.8-billion tax cut was a 
compromise among the $16.2-billion 
figure recommended by Ford, the $21.3 
billion voted by the House and the $34.3 
billion approved by the Senate. 
If employers can make the ad­ 


justments on time, the first effects of 
the tax cut will be felt by most workers. 
in paychecks received the first week in 
May when new lower withholding rates 
are due to begin. 
The tax cut includes $18.1 billion in 
individual tax reductions, $1.9 billion in 
increased 
expenditures 
for 
Social 
Security recipients and the unem­ 
ployed, and $4.8 billion in tax cuts for 
business. 
Communist shelling halts 
U.S. sealift at Do Nang 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
Communist shelling has forced a halt in 
the American evacuation of Da Nang 
by sea, cutting the last escape route for 
an estimated 
IV2 
million refugees 
trapped in the fallen city, U S. military 
sources said today. 
“We are not able to work there 
because the Communists are not being 
very cooperative,’’ one source said. 
“They are firing.’’ 
The last jetliner took off Saturday 
and North Vietnamese forces, who 
Sunday captured Da Nang, control the 
surrounding provinces. 
The suspension of the sealift came 
less than 12 hours after the Viet Cong 
delegation 
in 
Saigon 
called 
the 
evacuation a “deceptive trick’’ and 
said its forces in Da Nang were “deter­ 
mined to punish 
all 
acts of en­ 
croachment upon their sovereignty.’’ 
American officials estimated that 
from 30,000 to 50,000 refugees had fled 
Da Nang by sea since Wednesday while 
another 2,000 to 4,000 managed to es­ 
cape by air. 
South Vietnamese government of 
ficials estimated that the city’s normal 
population of 500,000 had been swollen 
to about 2 million by the influx from the 
northern provinces taken over by the 
Communists. 
The 
U.S. 
Embassy 
said 
Consul 
General Al Francis, who had been 
assisting with the sealift, had escaped 
aboard the last voyage of the Pioneer 
Commander, one of the ships chartered 
for the evacuation. 
Two freighters packed with refugees 
were unloading them at Cam Ranh Bay 
today, and a U.S. Navy freighter, the 
Andrew Miller, was awaiting orders off 
Cam Ranh Bay after unloading about 
6,000 refugees early. 
The freighter Trans-ClJolorado was 
due in the Da Nang area today, and the 
American Challenger was ordered to 


head for the Vietnamese coast Two 
U.S. Navy amphibious ships were due 
off the Vietnamese coast during the 
night, and two more were ordered to 
Vietnamese waters. 
U.S. officials said the rescue ships 
would stand by while the situation was 
assessed. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said President Ford ordered 
the U.S. ships to “avoid hostilities’’ and 
withdraw if fired on.

SAIGON, South Vietnam (A P )—The 
Communist advance through South 
Vietnam today threatened the Saigon 
government’s last remaining enclaves 
on the central coast, touched off an 
evacuation of Americans from Saigon 
and suspended the American evac­ 
uation of an estimated lVfe million 
Vietnamese refugees from Da Nang. 
Heavy fighting was reported 25 miles 
northwest of Qui Nhon, the country’s 
third largest city, as North Vietnamese 
forces from the Central Highlands 
pushed eastward toward the central 
coast. Radio contact between Qui Nhon 
and Saigon, 270 miles to the southeast, 
was reported broken. But sources said 
the city was still in government hands. 
U.S. officials said all Americans had 
been evacuated from Qui Nhon and 
from Tuy Hoa, 50 miles to the south. 
American civilians and their families 
were being evacuated from Nha Trang, 
60 miles south of Tuy Hoa, but the U.S. 
Consulate there was still open, officials 
said. 
Informed 
sources said the 
U.S. 
Embassy began the evacuation of staff 
members and their families from 
Saigon on a semiofficial basis as a pre­ 
caution because of the possibility of 
political turmoil and anti-Americanism 
as well as an attack on the city. The 
sources explained that the Embassy 
was not asking or ordering its per­ 
sonnel or their families to leave but was 
paying for their travel if they chose to 
go- 
U.S. officials estimate there were 
about 6,000 Americans in Vietnam 
when the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong offensive began a month ago. 
Most of them were in Saigon. 
U.S. 
military 
sources 
said 
the 
evacuation of Vietnamese refugees by 
sea from Da Nang in American ships 
had been suspended because the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong were firing 
on

ships. 
American 
officials

Canal opening not 
prelude to peace

A leading Egyptian political analyst 
today sought to reassure Arab radicals 
that President Anwar Sadat’s decision 
to reopen the Suez Canal does not 
amount to an end to the state of war 
against Israel. 
Ihsan Abdel Kuddous, chairman of 
the semiofficial Cairo newspaper Al 
Ahram, also indicated that Sadat’s 
announcement of a three-month exten­ 
sion 
of 
the 
United 
Nations 
peacekeeping force in the Sinai Desert 
had been taken without consulting 
Syria, Egypt’s main ally in the October 
1973 war with Israel. 
Israeli Premier Yitzhak Rabin said 
Egypt’s refusal to another six-month 
mandate for the force was a “ negative 
indication.’’ He said it is “ vital that the 
United States pursue its peace-seeking 
efforts in the Middle East.’’ 
Sadat announced Saturday night that 
the Suez Canal — closed since the June 
1967 war — would reopen June 5 and 
that the U N. force between Israeli and 
Egyptian forces in the Sinai Desert 
would be allowed to stay for three 
months after the present six-month 
mandate expires April 26.

Kuddous wrote that from a m ilitary 
point of view, reopening the canal was 
a defensive move aimed at making 
Israel think twice before launching an 
offensive.

Iraq and the Palestine Liberation

The loss of Da Nang without a fight 
intensified demands in Saigon for the 
replacement of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu.

WASHINGTON (AP) — He was an 
eminent psychiatrist who had studied 
the relationship between violence in the 
United States and the number of 
handguns owned by Americans.

WASHINGTON — A long time ago, as 
time is m easured by the fantastic 
sweep of events, President John F. 
Kennedy called for help in getting the 
atomic genie back in the bottle. 
The issue was the nuclear non­ 
proliferation treaty as the Russians 
continued to explode m assive test 
bombs in the atmosphere. 
The treaty, finally signed in Moscow, 
was an achievement coming toward the 
close of the Kennedy presidency. 
The signatories would forever forego 
nuclear weapons and the possessors of 
those weapons would move as rapidly 
as possible 
toward nuclear 
disar­ 
mament. Since that ceremonial signing 
in 1963 the atomic genie, in one form or 
another, has spread to every com er of 
the earth. 
The United States today has 30,000 
nuclear weapons of which up to 2 2 , 0 0 0 
are tactical, close to a third distributed 
in Europe and Asia, according to a 
count made by the Center for Defense 
Information. 
U.S. m ilitary guards supposedly keep 
these weapons - each one with more 
destructive power than the bomb that 
wiped out Hiroshima - invulnerable so 
they can be used only by American 
m ilitary personnel. 
Instable countries such as South 


Korea these safeguards might not 
prevail against forces determ ined to 
seize them. 
But this is only part, really a minor 
part, of the genie’s spreading menace. 
More than 50 countries have nuclear 
reactors and atout 30 countries possess 
“weapons-quaritities” of plutonium or 
highly enriched uranium which could 
be used to make bombs. 
More than half of these have refused 
to ratify the nonproliferation treaty. 
With very little know-how, much of it in 
the public domain, they could make 
atomic weapons. 
This was set forth in detail in a recent 
speech by Sen. Stuart Symington who, 
as chairm an of a subcommittee dealing 
with 
the m ilitary uses of atomic 
m aterial, knows as much about these 
m atters as anyone outside the Pen­ 
tagon. 
The speech got no attention. The 
public, distracted by so many im ­ 
m ediate troubles, would apparently 
like to look the other way. 
A nasty shock cam e last year when 
India set off a nuclear explosion. With

government in New Delhi said this was 
only for peaceful purposes such as 
blasting for dams.

had not been signed, the explosion 
seemed a violation of the agreem ent 
with Canada and the United States 
which had helped India with peaceful 
nuclear projects on condition that the 
plutonium generated in these projects 
be used solely to fuel reactors. 
The shock to opinion was particularly 
acute in neighlxiring Pakistan which 
has fought three wars with India since 
1947. 
The explosion in India is taken as 
evidence that countries can evade the 
system of detection of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, established to 
prevent possible diversion of nuclear 
fuel in reactors in 32 countries. 
Only IO to 20 pounds of plutonium are 
necessary to make an atomic bomb 
with the destructive power of that 
dropped on Hiroshima, equivalent to 
about 10,000 to 15,000 tons of TNT. 
Yet 
close 
to 
90,000 
pounds 
of 
plutonium have been produced by 
commercial nuclear power plants, not 
including amounts used for nuclear 
weapons by the five nations with 
weapons. 
The United States offered to provide 
reactors to Egypt and Israel, although 
neither 
country 
has 
ratified 
the 
treaty. With delays resulting from the 
tense political situation in the Middle 
East, France rushed in to sell Egypt a 
reactor. 
Not a m em ber of the nonproliferation 
treaty, France feels free to get into the 
hot nuclear m arket everywhere. 
According to knowledgeable sources 
Israel is estim ated to have sufficient 
plutonium and-or enriched uranium to 
make 
at 
least 
IO 
bombs. 
While 
assembly of the actual mechanism 
could take up to three months, there is 
no information as to how far this 
process has progressed. 
When Turkey and Greece cam e close 
to w ar over Cyprus the threat of 
America’s nuclear arsenals was reason 
for serious concern. Responding to the 
congressional arm s embargo, Turkey’s 
defense m inister proclaimed that this 
country has “plans to m anufacture 
atom bombs.’’

As all this shows, putting the genie

Ohio Perspective 
State GOF promises =— oops! 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Party 
platform prom ises, promises. 
The 1974 Ohio Republican campaign 
platform, a program approved last Oct. 
IO, pledged no new taxes over the next 
four years and continued resistance to 
increased fees at state universities. 
The GOP called its platform one that 
“every Republican candidate in the 
state’’ could campaign under. 
To date. Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes has 
proposed statewide votes on higher 
sales and gasoline taxes, and his 
budget would perm it trustees to raise 
fees at institutions of higher learning. 
Rhodes defended his proposals for 
m oderate increases in state sales and 
gasoline taxes on grounds voters would 
have the final say. 
“Let the people decide,’’ he said. 
The $12.2 billion budget proposed by 
Rhodes does not call for higher college 
fees, but lifts “the m andated ceiling on 
instructional and general fees to allow 
the board of trustees . . . of each in­ 
stitution to decide among funding 
priorities and the necessity for ad­ 
ditional income.’’ 
The GOP platform, which had con­ 
siderable direct m aterial from the 
Rhodes campaign, also promised relief 
of real estate taxes and the earm arking 
of state 
income tax 
revenue 
for 
education. 
No recognizable steps have been 
taken in either direction. 
A key promise to change the state 
income tax law to give m arried couples 
a choice between filing joint and 
separate returns was not included in 
the budget. 
“The money for it just w asn’t there,’’ 
said Howard Collier, director of the 


Office of Budget and M anagement. “He 
was very upset. He has strong feelings 
about this.’’ 
Bills pending in the legislature to 
accomplish the sam e thing indicate the 
revenue lost to the state under such a 
plan would total $171.2 million over the 
biennium.

stands a good chance of passing the

Assembly 
would 
r ^ u c s 
personal property tax rates, another 
goal of the GOF platform. 
Rhodes has attem pted to make good 
on a promise of new “efforts to make 
the tax clim ate in Ohio more attractive 
to encourage business expansion.’’ 
He is attem pting to place a con­ 
stitutional 
am endm ent 
on 
the 
November ballot that would offer 30- 
year tax abatem ents to new industries 
building in areas of critical need 
throughout the state. 
The governor also has taken direct 
action on a home rule plank. He signed 
an executive order rescinding former 
Gov. 
John 
J. 
Gilligan’s 
plan 
to 
reorganize the state into regional 
planning 
and 
service 
districts. 
Republicans said this threatened local 
governments. 
Rhodes has m ade no specific moves 
to implement a prom ise to reform the 
welfare 
departm ent. 
His 
budget 
provides $2 . 1 billion for welfare costs, 
up 24 per cent. Collier said that much 
“will be required just to maintain 
benefit levels.’’ 
The governor claim s his “jobs and 
progress program s’’ will create hun­ 
dreds

drastically reduce welfare rolls.

I envelope unflavored gelatin 


*4 cup cold water 
I cup hot orange juice 
I Vi teaspoons pure vanilla extract 


>4 teaspoon ground mace 


Vh teaspoon salt 
'/a cup coarsely shredded apple 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
2 egg whites 
2 tablespoons sugar 
In a cup soften gelatin in water. In a 
medium bowl combine orange juice 
with softened gelatin. Stir in vanilla 
extract, mace and salt. Chill until 
mixture is slightly thickened. Beat 
until fluffy. 
Combine apple with lemon juice. 
Fold into gelatin mixture. 
Beat egg whites until soft peaks 
form. Gradually beat in sugar; beat 
until stiff but not dry. Fold into apple 
mixture. 
Spoon into dessert glasses. Chill until 
firm and ready to serve.

Association Pilgrim age in Lancaster 
from I to 6 p.m. on Saturday and 
Sunday, May 3 and 4. The tour offers a 
wide variety of architectural styles 
dating from 1803 to 1974, all chosen for 
quality of restoration and furnishings. 
H eadquarters is “The Georgian,” an 
1833 mansion recently purchased by the 
Heritage Association and currently 
under restoration.

and community center; a Log Cabin, 
believed to be the upper story of a cabin 
built by squatters circa 1803; 
the 
Carroll, Ohio, Hocking Valley C&O 
Depot in use from 1871 - 1966 also a 
covered bridge which was originally 


over the Ohio Canal; the France house 
(1974), formerly a barn and adjacent 
building used as a slaughter house, 
both which have been converted into a 
most unusual and beautiful home; the

1875), 
a 
recently restored farm house; the Fox

But Jack Nicklaus suddenly and 
authoritatively 
has 
reasserted 
his 
superiority in the game he’s dominated 
for a decade. 
He’s won his last two times out and 
Miller was in the field each time. 
And his last victory — in the 
pretigious Heritage Classic Sunday — 
came over an elite invitational field 
that included almost all of the Masters 
hopefuls. Among them were Gary 
Player, Arnold Palmer, Lee Trevino, 
Tom Weiskopf, Bruce Crampton, Hale 
Irwin and most of the young stars. And 
Miller. 
He stunned them with a fantastic 63 
in Friday’s round, gave them life with a 
74 Saturday and put them all away with 
a solid 68 Sunday that completed a 
tournament record total of 271, 13- 
under-par. 
More important, he now goes to 
Augusta, 
Ga. 
and 
the 
upcoming 
Masters at the top of his game, perhaps 
playing as well as he has in the past IO 
years. 
“My swing pattern is very good, 
better than it has been in two or three 
years,” said Nicklaus, who annually 
makes the Masters his first big goal of 
the season. 


“Obviously, I ’m very very pleased.” 
In his last three tournaments he’s 
had a 63 — on one of the world’s 
toughest golf courses — a pair of 66s a 
67, a couple of 68s, three 69s and an 
unofficial 64 while playing in a four­ 
some with President Ford.

It is sometimes difficult to 
arrive at the best contract when 
your opponents clutter up your 
bidding space with nuisance 
bids. 


However, these tactics oc­ 
casionally boomerang, which is 
what occurred in this deal from 
the 1966 World Pair Cham­ 
pionship when Bufill and Doria 
of Spain crossed swords with 
Desrousseaux and Theron of 


Doria opened the bidding with 
a heart and Desrousseaux 
overcalled with a notrump! 
This type of overcall with a long 
suit and a weak hand is known 
in France as the comic notrump 
(Ie sans atout comique). Bufill 
doubled to show a very good 
hand and Theron added some 
spice to the goings-on by leaping 
to five clubs. 
Doria bid five hearts, thus 
indicating much more than a 
minimum opening bid, and 
Bufill raised him to six hearts. 
Perhaps Theron should have 
passed — the bidding un­ 
questionably would have died 
then and there — but he bid 
seven clubs as a sacrifice 
against the small slam he felt 
sure the opponents could make. 
This tactic backfired when it 
gave Doria a chance to make a 
forcing pass and in that way 
invite his partner to go on to 
seven hearts with a suitable 
hand. The pass was very 
descriptive, for had Doria held 
a weaker hand he would have 
doubled in order to stop partner 
from bidding a grand slam. 
Bufill had no real problem, 
under the circumstances. He 
realized that his three aces, 
facing a forcing pass, were 
exactly the kind of medicine 
Doria needed for a grand slam. 
So he bid seven hearts, which 
South easily made for a score of 
2,210 points, and the comic 
notrump did not prove to be so

Is it possible for a child who is 
considered mentally retarded to 
develop special skills in music 
or mathematics?

Dear Mr. H.: 
The hopelessness associated 
witli mental -retardation and 
brain damage has given way to 
enlightenment in the last 
decade. 
It would amaze you to know 
how often children with mental 
retardation are helped and 
eventually emerge as func­ 
tioning, productive adults. 
There now are many com­ 
plicated psychological tests that 
give experts an excellent in­ 
dication of mental facility or 
deficiency. 
Some children with known 
mental retardation can display 
remarkable accomplishments 
in one or more fields, even 
though there is a deficiency in 
others. This strange com­ 
bination of brilliance in one field 
and inadequacy in others has 
been responsible for the in­ 
tensive drives to train children 
formerly considered hopeless. 
My personal admiration is 
great for the many dedicated 
educators and foundations that 
have refused to discard the 
mentally retarded. Today, 
there is great hope for the 
reconstruction of these lives.

Reynaud’s disease is an 
unusual condition in which the 
blood vessels in the hands and 
feet develop severe spasms.

The tips of the fingers, the 
toes, the ear lobes, the nose and 
the cheeks turn whitish blue. 
This vascular condition occurs 
most frequently in women. Its 
cause is unknown. 
Tobacco, which is known to be 
responsible for the spasm of the 
arteries, contributes to the 
complication of Reynaud’s 
disease. Its use must be 
discontinued. In fact, people 
with Reynaud’s should not stay 
in rooms where there is con­ 
centrated tobacco smoke. 
A tiny network of nerves 
surrounds blood vessels. This is 
known as the sympathetic and 
parasympathetic nervous 
system. Surgery on this net­ 
work of nerves is highly suc­ 
cessful in relieving the spasms 
of the blood vessels, and in­ 
creasing the blood supply to the

High court 
turns down 
waste order 


WASHINGTON 
(A P)

The 
Supreme Court refused to order the 
Reserve Mining Co. to stop dumping 
waste from its Silver Bay, Minn., iron 
ore processing plant into Lake Superior 
within two years. 
The court declined to set aside an 
order of the U.S. circuit court in St. 
Louis giving Reserve a ‘‘reasonable 
time” to begin dumping its taconite 
waste 
on 
land 
and 
reduce 
its 
smokestack emissions. 
Officials of Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Michigan and allied environmental 
groups asked the Supreme Court to set 
the more specific timetable after the 
circuit court order was issued on 
March 14. 
They said the action of the circuit 
court had “ set the stage for indefinite 
delay.” The dispute over Reserve 
Mining has been in the courts for 
roughly six years. 
The state and the environmental 
groups said a two-year deadline would 
be “ fair and equitable.” 
“ In light of the health hazard in­ 
volved it may well even be too long a 
time,” they said. 
Taconite wastes contain asbestos 
fibers which have been identified as a 
possible cancer-causing agent. 
The circuit court found, however, 
that there was no imminent danger to 
health from the waste discharges.

South Vietnamese 
may lose Saigon

SAIGON, South Vietnam (A P) — The 
South 
Vietnamese 
government’s 
m ilitary debacle in the northern and 
central part of the country raises 
strong doubts that it can hold Saigon. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu’s power 
base among senior m ilitary officers is 
being rapidly undermined, and politi­ 
cal changes could follow more Com­ 
munist successes, according to in­ 
formed sources here. 
The sources say Thieu may be 
challenged by generals who believe 
they 
can 
rally 
South 
Vietnam’s 
m ilitary forces, or by other senior 
officials who see negotiations with the 
Communists as the only way to avoid 
complete disaster for South Vietnam. 
Communist forces have increased 
the number of provinces under their 
control during the past month from one 
to 13, and have put more than half of 
South Vietnam’s 20 million population 
in captivity, on the run or in a position 
forcing them to decide soon one course 
or the other. 
Major cities are now prey to Com­ 
munist attack. Da Nang, South Viet­ 
nam’s second largest city, fell Sunday, 
and others along the coast also were 
crumbling. 
Western m ilitary analysts see little 
Thieu can do about it. Should the 
remaining coastal enclaves fall, the 
area immediately north of Saigon will

be the front line of defense. 
Many observers fear the defense of 
the capital might be as chaotic and 
fruitless as that of Da Nang, where 
government troops did not even put up 
token resistance. 
With one-third of the Vietnamese 
army 
destroyed, 
another 
infantry 
division in danger of annihilation and 
hundreds of millions of dollars worth of 
guns, 
vehicles, 
planes 
and 
other 
m ilitary equipment abandoned to the 
Communists, Thieu and his m ilitary 
commanders are left with a minimum 
of forces to defend Saigon. 
Three infantry divisions protect the 
city, along with two brigades of the 
airborne division. The Communists 
oppose them in the jungled war zone 
just north of the city with five infantry 
divisions and possibly a sixth and a 
formidable array of sapper, armor and 
antiaircraft units. 
Thieu said he abandoned the Central 
Highlands 
and 
then the 
northern 
provinces because his forces were 
hopelessly outnumbered. He is now 
also outnumbered in the Saigon area.
